I. BE it enacted hy the legiflative council and houfe of reprefentatives of the 
AA tippi territory. in-general affembly convened, and it is hereby enacted: by the au- 
thority of the fame, That the fuperior courts for the following diftricts, inftead of 
the times heretofore eftablifhed by law, fhall be holdenon the days hereafter mentioned, 
to wit: in-and for the diftri@ of Wafhington, on the fourth monday in September; in 
and for he ite of Adams on the third mondays in June and November in and 
for the áhgà of Jefferfon, on the firft mondays in Auguft and January. 


Src.2. And be it further enatfed, "That all writs and other procefs which 
have been or fhall be dulyfued out and made returnable to the fuperior court for 
either of the diftricts aforefaid on. the days on which the fame was to have, been 
held, previous to the paffing of this aét; and „all recognizances that have been or 
fhal! be duly taken out and made fo réturnabley fhall be returned to, and proceeded 
upon at the next term of the fuperior court for the diftrict, whichis hereby directed. 


SEC. 3. And be it further enabted, Thatithe county courts for the different coun- 
ties hereafter mentioned, inftead OF thé times heretofore eftablifhed by law, fhall 
be holden on the days following, to vit; in and for the county ot Jefferfon, on 
the fecond mondays in July and November ; in and for the county of Claiborne, 
on the third monday in July and the fecond monday 'ín December; in and for the 
county of Wilkinfon, on the fourth mondays in. Auguft and January and in and 


for the county of Wafhington,.on-the fourth monday in May, and the fecond mon- 
day in September.

Aa ACT mre effictually to fere the RIGHT S and INTERESTS 
ofthe CITIZENS of this TERRITORY, 


WHEREAS the government of this territory is inftituted for the peace, protection, 
and happinefs of the people thereof, and it being contrary to thefe objects that any 
man, or body of men, fhould have or exercife in any cafe, an unlimited, arbitrary pow» 
er to fine and imprifon for offences againit him, or themfelves, in any capacity 
whatever; and whereas the trial by jury in all penal as well as criminal cafes, is 
both a fafe and adequate mode of inveftigation and decifion, and Bie only be fui- 


pended in cafes of abfolute neceffity. 


Sec, x. BE it therefore enatled by the legifiative council and houfe of reprefenta- 
, Hues of the Mififippi territory, in general affembly convened, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the fame, That no court fhall for any contempt againft fuch court, 
pafs judgment for, decree, order, or inflict, or eaufe to be inflicted, any fine exceeding — 
the fum of twenty dollars ; nor any imprifonment exceeding twenty-four hours ; with- 
out the trial by jury to affefs the quantity of fuch fine, and determine the duration of 


fuch imprifonment. . — 


SEC. 2. And be it further enadied, That no judge, or juftice of the peace for any 
contempt offered to him, fhall have power to order and inflict, or caufe.to be infli@~ 
ed, any fine exceeding the fum of fix dollars, nor any imprifénment exceeding fix 
hours. And if any court, judge or juftice fhall offend herein, the perfon or perfons fo

offending, fhall be deemed guilty of a mifdemeanor in office; and fhall moreover be 
Tubject to the action of the party injured for damages to be affeffed by a jury.

Sec. 1. BE it enadied by the legiflative "TU ana P of reprefentatives of the 
~ ~Adiffippi territory in general affembly convened, and st is hereby enacted by the authori 
ty of the fame, That the county courts in this territory, at their firft meetings, after 
‘the firft day of January in every year, fliall,-adcordihe to. the demands of their coun- 
ties refpectively, be authorifed to lay. a tax upon the following property, and in the fol- 
lowing proportion, to wit: Upon every one hundred acres of land, a fum not exceed- 
ing twenty-five cents; upon every improved town lot, a fum not exceeding three dol- 
lars; upon every unimproved town lott, a fum not exceeding twenty-five cents ; and 
upon each taxable flave, a fum not exceeding twenty-five cents, 


Ssc. 2, And be it further enacted, That the county tax fhall be collected, together 

| with the public tax, and fubject to the fame regulations ín the manner of collecting : 

and fhall be paid into the hands of the county treafurer at the fame time and under the ; 
the fame penalties as the public taxes areto be paid to the treafurer general. 


Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That all accounts againft a county fhall be ex- 
hibited to the county courts refpectively ; and if allowed by the courts after examina- 
tion, the clerk of the county caurt'fhall certify fuch allowances which certificate fhal} 
be a warrant to the county treafurer for the payment of the fum fo allowed; and the
